While Environment 
Ontario continues extensive 
research into the best ways 
of water purification, in 
the face of this evidence, 
the argument for chlor- 
ination, for now at least, 
remains by far the easiest 
to swallow.

Consumers are the most important aspect of the 
farmers’ business for without consumers, there 
would be no need of farmers. As indeed, if there 
_ were no farmers, consumers could not exist for long. 
.. Farmers and consumers need each other. We 
have nothing to gain by public quarrels and 
fighting each other in the press. We, as farmers, 
should devote more attention to understanding 
problems of consumers and gain more knowledge 
of their wants and desires. 
: Ontario section of the Consumers’ Asnacistion 
of Canada is, on the whole, represente 
reasonable, responsible people. They insist that 
consumers get a fair shake, as indeed they should. 
But they also understand that farmers have problems 
and are entitled to consideration. This creates 
a healthy atmosphere. .

Unfortunately, self-styled consumer advocates at 
other levels, particularly the federal, have not been 
asresponsible. -

It seems to farmers that these 
consumer advocates are more interested in

Farmers remember, a few years back, years when 
prices for most farm products were depressed by 
surplus world grain supplies. But, consumer 
advocates, at that time, were not calling for income

assistance programs for farmers caught in the bind. 
Nor have they changed their tune in 1976 - although 
beef prices have been at disastrously low levels for 
the past three years - although pork prices have 
dropped from about 70¢ per pound to about 50¢ 
dressed weight - and wheat prices have declined by 
$2.00 per bushel in the past year - and the price 
of corn has dropped by one-third. | 
Not one call have I heard from consumer 
advocates that ‘‘something should be done to improve 
the income of farmers caught in this bind’. 
Where are they? Where is their concern for 
reasonable income for farmers now? Why are they 
silent? Is it any wonder that farmers ask 
whether consumer advocates lack sincerity? 
| What is a farmer? 
. There are two main slots in the business community 


into which everyone is_supposed to fall. One is 
management, the other is labour. I am intrigued by _ 


the continuous attempts to have farmers fall into one 
of these two slots. The question is constantly 
posted; ‘‘Are farmers management, or are farmers 
labour?”’ 

In reality, most farmers are both. Most farmers 
provide the management and the labour that is used 
in their business and, make no mistake, farming is 
a business. 

Last year, Canadian farmers sold $9.9. billion worth 
of farm products. They purchased $5.6 billion 
worth of goods and services to operate their 
farms. They control assets worth over $40 billion. 

It is big business, but it is both management and 
labour and, as such, requires its own special 
category. Attempts to lump farmers in with either 
management or labour are completely unacceptable 
and farmers should say so emphatically.

Video games, however, produce a 
constant outline pattern on the screen so 
that fading of the picture-tube phosphor 
does not occur evenly, After an extended 
period of use, there may be a cumulative 
effect that is noticeable during regular 
viewing and cannot be corrected except by 
picture tube replacement. The effect is 
reportedly more likely to occur with sets 
that have been adjusted to high brightness 
or contrast during use with a video game. 

Officials of the department have 
contacted the Electrical and Electronic 
Manufacturers Association for any further 
information the industry may be able to 
provide and to work toward a solution for 
consumers. They have asked to be advised 
as soon as possible on the position of both 
game and set manufacturers regarding 
warranty and other protection for 
consumers. « 

In the meantime, although the depart- 
ment wants to emphasize that the 
information it has is based on use of the 
games with demonstration sets over long 


periods, it would. nevertheless urge 
consumers. to take precautionary 
measurers.

Care labelling 


OST people are now fa- 

miliar with the care sym- 
bols included, on garment 
labels. If you are in doubt 
about these symbols, the De- 
partment of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs has an excel- 
lent leaflet available called 
“Look at that Label!” 

Labelling alone, however. 
does not guarantee the life of 
a garment. Its looks and life 
span depend totally on your 
reading those labels. and re- 
membering the instructions 
every time the garment is 
laundered. This is the only way 
to get top results. 

Accidents, however, do hap- 
pen, and sometimes the results 
can be reversed by prompt 
action. Everyday laundry 
problems can also be solved 
with simple changes of tech- 
nique. 

If your laundry, particularly 
whites and pastels, has ac- 
quired a_ generally grey or 
dingy look, consider some of 
these possibilities. For cottons 
or linens, you may be over- 
loading the washer, and not 
allowing clothes enough room 
to move freely and be properly 
washed. If the water is parti- 
cularly hard, you~ may be 
adding insufficient detergent to 
both soften the water and clean 
the clothes. You may need to 
add a_ water-softening agent 
and more detergent. 

With permanent press cotton 
and linens, avoid ¢hlorine 
bleach and use a safe substitute 
such as Borateem Plus to 
prevent yellowing. Added with 
detergent Borateem Plus will 
detergent, Borateem Plus will 
which tend to cling persistently 
to polyester and cotton blends. 

Permanent press fabrics’ or 


wash and wear labels some- 
times appear not to live up to 
their promises. Again, this is 
often due to incorrect launder- 
ing. Never pul permanent press 
in a washer with heavy clothes, 
sheets or towels. The twisting 
action and heat of the water 
presses creases right in. Dry 
them alone or with only a few 
garments in the dryer. Remove 
from dryer as soon as the 
tumbling action has stopped, 
hang on hangers immediately, 
straightening collars and cuffs. 

Many homemakers seem to 
have trouble with woolens and 
knitwear. Today's acrylic knits 
are such’ look alikes for wool 
that it is often hard to distin- 
guish which is which. The first 
step is to be absolutely certain 
of the garment’s fibre content. 
Then, generally speaking, acry- 
lics can be machine-washed on 
a wash and wear cycle, using 
regular detergent and a half- 
_cup’of Borateem Plus to keep 
the color bright. 

Wool, if it bears the new 
Superwash and Wurlanized 
label, may also be machine- 
washed, but double check the 
label. But regular wool must 
not be machine-washed or 
dried. The harsh agitation and 
often too-hot water cause ir- 
remediable felting. Hand wash 
in warm water with soap flakes 
and a half-cup of a gentle 
bleach replacement such as 
Borateem Plus. Handle gently, 
squeezing the suds through the 
sweater, but avoid wringing 
and twisting. as wool does not 
respond well to harsh treat- 
ment. 

Proper treatment for wash- 
ables pays dividends in longer 
life. So just remember to read 
the label.

Atomic waste site 


possible in North 
Hastings 


Geological Survey of Canada field teams 
have ruled out six northwestern Ontario 
locations which were studied last summer 
as prospective nuclear waste dis sal sites 
because some had geological faults and 
others were not easily reached. But other 
northwestern sites may be considered, and 
by the mid-1980's a nuclear waste disposal 
plant. may be operating in the region. — 

Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd. (AECL) is 
studying geological formations known as 

lutons (large areas of stable rock with few 
aults) for nuclear waste disposal. Plutons 


é 


appear as outcrops on the Canadian Shield, ~ 


and are assumed to be the most promising 
method of disposing of nuclear waste from 
generating stations. The ‘nuclear waste 
which contains dangerous plutonium, 
radioactive for up to 250,000 years, would 
be sealed deep inside a pluton. In their 
search for the most stable pluton which is 
reasonably close to the nuclear generating 
stations, the AECL have found that the 
most promising site so far is in an area 
north of Madoc.

OTTAWA — (SF) — You have to shake your head in dis- 
belief over what has been going on with some federal 
crown corporations and the government's attitude toward 
practices which are ionable, to say the least. 

_ When the Auditor ral brought out his annual report 
in November, payments to agents from Atomic Energy of 
Canada Ltd. were brought particularly into question. 
About $25 million was involved in the agents’ payments, 
for sales of nuclear reactors to Argentina and South 


_ The Auditor General also stressed, for the second year 
in a row, that government spending was out of control and 
should be curbed 


Hard on the heels of the fuss over AECL’s payments to 
“agents’’ came charges from former Auditor General 
Maxwell Henderson that the crown corporation Polymer 
had made $1.9 million in payments, in cash and through 
numbered Swiss bank accounts, to overseas customers. 
The government claim was that these were rebates for 
colume purchases, but there was no explanation as to why 
the money was paid into tax-dodging Swiss numbered ac- 
counts, or in cash. 

No doubt about it, somebody was running a fiddle — 
either outright kick-back payoffs, or at the very least, in- 
come tax evasion. 

Then, as the government was defending agent’s fees on 
the Argentina deal, the government down in Buenos Aires 
began investigating charges that a couple of cabinet 
ministers there had been involved in corruption involving 
the CANDU nuclear reactor sale. 

Lovely. Here’s Simon-Pure Canada offering a Trudeau 
shrug over international corruption designed to get busi- 
ness for Canada, just a few months after we’ve been beat- 
ing our breasts and claiming we were far too moral to be 
involved in anything like the Lockheed scandals which 
ripped apart governments in Japan and Holland. 

Interestingly enough, it turns out that the man who act- 
ed as agent for Lockheed Aircraft in Japan, also was the 
aa agent in the sales pitch for a CANDU reactor to 


apan. 

If operations of the sort described are taking place in 
the international operations of crown corporations, what 
is happening domestically? Do we have double 
or do the same rules apply at home?

I’ve met too many little 
tin gods with clay feet to be 
impressed by the title ‘‘Doc- 
tor?’ 

There’s something archaic, 
but very attractive about that 
title. Bachelors of Art don’t 
go around calling themselves 
Bachelor Jim Smith.

Implications of Quebec separation

Parti Quebecois proposals 
for a common tariff, or cus- 


toms union, between Canada | 
and a separate Quebec leave 


many questions unanswered.

Of all the provinces, Que- 
bec is the most dependent on 
tariff protection. In those Ca- 
nadian industries which are 
protected by tariffs higher 
than 20 per cent, more than 
60 per cent of the employees 
are in Quebec. In addition, 
37 per cent of manufacturing 
employment in Quebec istied 
to sales in other provinces. 


If Quebec were to separ- 
ate, Canada’s centre of gra- 
vity would move westward. 
The four Western provinces 

’ would make up 37 per cent 
of the total population, com- 
_ pared to 27 per cent now. 
Their main source of trade 
is in primary products (grain 
and minerals). Their historic 
- complaint is that freight rates 
are rigged to suit manufac- 
turers and processors in On- 
tario and Quebec. 


Their products move east 


at a low rate which encour- 

ages processing in Eastern 

Canada. But in reverse they 

pay a higher rate.on manu- 

factured goods shipped west. 
eee 

The West has swallowed 


this inequity for the sake- 


of strengthening Canada’s 
manufacturing base within 
the context of Confedera- 
tion. Would it continue to 
do so if the third of that base 
represented by Quebec were 


in another country? More 
likely is a demand to end 
freight rate discrimination 
and set up processing in the 
West. 


The ‘Western provinces’ 
interests would be better 
served by low tariffs. This 
would reduce the cost of im- 
ported goods. Again, within 
Confederation the Western 
provinces accept the need to 
protect Fastern Canada’s 
industry. 


But the greater part of the 
protection is for Quebec’s 
benefit. If Quebec were to 
separate, is ii likely that the 
Western provinces, or the At- 
lantic provinces, would allow 
themselves to be penalized 
with a high tariff to protect 
industries in a foreign coun- 
try? What would happen to 
the 37 per cent of Quebec 
manufacturing, which is now 
sold in other parts of Canada, 
if tariffs were lowered? 


In April 1975, the results 
of a nationwide poll of Cana- 
dian Federation of Indepen- 
dent Business members on 
the issue of free trade with 
the United States was — 44 
per cent in favour and 50 per 
cent against. Without Que- 
bec, there is little doubt that 
small business sentiment 
would swing in favour of free 
trade. 


The concept of a separate 
Quebec in a customs union 
with Canada is wishful think: 


-ing. Separation would be 


complete. Quebec would be 
on its own.

The environmental laws of the land 


Sometimes envirenmen- 


tal protection~ is best 
achieved by legal con- 
frontation. 

In‘ Ontario, the legal 


mechanism is the Environ- 
mental Protection Act 
adopted in 1971. Since then 
more than 200 industries 
have been brought before 
the courts to answer 
charges which call for fines 
up -to $10,000 for each 
violation. - * 

Legal action is usually 
initiated by the Ontario 
Ministry of the Environ- 
ment following a complete 
investigation of a citizen's 
complaint or a Ministry 
surveillance. 

Citizens’ testimony is 
‘sometimes sufficient in 
getting a prosecution but in 
most cases the extensive 
resources of the Ministry 
are required. 


They include a staff of 
engineers and_ environ- 
mental officers — from 
Environment Ontario’s six 
regional and 24 district 
offices across the province.

And to apply those 
resources.in a legal frame- 
work, Environment Ontario 
employs four lawyers who 
spend up to two months in 
the careful preparation of 
evidence necessary in a 
successful prosecution. 

‘Backed by the technical 
resources of our Ministry, 
we've managed to’ obtain 
convictions in more than 80 
per cent of our actions, 
explains Linda McCaffrey, 
one of the Ministry’s 
legal staff. ‘But the 
number of-cases won or the 
number of dollars collected 
in fines isn’t’ the whole 
picture -- the name of the 
game is still cleanup.”’ 

And oftes the best 
approach to that action is 
the legal authority of a 
control order, a schedule of 
pollution control under- 
taken by an industry with 
strict supervision by the 
Ministry. 

Currently, major Ontario 
companies are under more 
than 15 control orders with 
various cleanup deadlines 
during the next two years.

Now we know better. 
Unwanted sound can have 
both physical and psycho- 
logical effects. 

Controlling noise pre- 
sents problems mainly 
because sound affects 
individuals differently:

For the beginnings of 
legislative control of noise 
pollution in Ontario, we go 
back six years to the 


. Municipal Act followed by 


the Environmental Protec- 
tion Act of 1971. 

The Ontario Ministry of 
the Environment has 
amended that __siegis- 
lation to give municipalities 
the authority and the 
methods to control com- 
munity noise levels and in 
developing the model 
noise bylaw to that end. 


Municipalities can use 
the bylaw as they see fit. 
It’s designed to be flex- 
ible so municipalities who 
use it can tailor it to their 
particular needs. 

Some of its provisions 
could lead to banning noise 
sources such as squealing 
tires or. loud mufflers, 
regulating noise sources in 
designated quiet zones or 
placing time restrictions on 
noise-related activities 
such as mowing lawns. 

Other provisions would 
require ‘precise sound 
measurement by specially- 
trained staff. Municipal- 
ities could then specify use 
of machinery that meets 
noise emission _ specif- 
ications. 

The bylaw has to be 
studied and adapted to 
local needs for maximum 
effectiveness. But it is a

Lawn care extends into the 


winter months 


Home gardeners who take pride in their 
lawns all summer may be abusing them 
during the winter. 

R.A. Fleming, Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food horticulturist, says 
skating rinks, traffic over frozen lawns and 
snowmobiles can cause. considerable 
damage. 

Skating rinks cause trouble when the ice 
begins to melt. Because it takes the ice 
longer to melt than snow, mould and 
disease are encouraged by the high 
humidity trapped between the layer of ice 
and the ground surface. _ 

Breaking up the ice in the spring so the 
air can get through to the ground surface 
will help solve the problem. 

Mr. Fleming advises people who eniov 

-fine lawns not to make skating rinks on top 
of them. 3 


Traffic across a lawn during the winter 
causes the-snow to compact, Mr. Fleming 
says. It may take the lawn most of the 


spring to recover from this type of abuse. 


In severe cases where the turf has been 
continuously used as a pathway, the lawn 
may be killed. 

Mr. Fleming suggests homeowners take 
the extra time to use sidewalks and paved 
pathways and that they avoid walking on 
snow-covered lawns. 

Snowmobiles, like skating rinks and 
compacted pathways also cause an ice 
layer that encourages growth of snow 
mould which damages lawns. 

During refueling of snowmobiles, care 
should be taken not to spill gasotine or oil 
on the snow since these petroleum 
products can also kill turf grasses.

New Hastings County warden’ 
cites good councils for success 


‘I have been fortunate in having good 
councils,’’ says Madoc Township Reeve 
and now Warden of Hastings County, Cecil 
Woods, in referring to his years of interest 
and involvement in municipal affairs. 


“It’s like hunting and fishing; it gets in ; 


your blood,’’ he smiles. ‘‘I’ve always been 
interested in township affairs. My dad was 
reeve of Huntington Township back in the 
Hungry Thirties. Those were the days 
when crews would be hired temporarily on 
township works for a week or so, then laid 
off. And they would come to the reeve’s 
house really mad and right on the warpath. 
Seeing that as a young lad, I didn’t think 
then that I would ever want to be Reeve.”’ 

“But the Thirties weren’t always as bad 


as they say,’’ said Mr. Woods who was . 


born and grew up on his father’s 
Huntington Township farm on the 12th 
Concession. ‘‘There were 12 -kids in our 
family, and the farm was not a good one; 
but we never went hungry or cold. I was 
the 11th child. And my parents took in a 
little cousin of ours--one more didn’t make 


much difference in a family like that.’ 
Mr. and Mrs. Woods (the former Ivah 
Spencer) purchased a farm of their own

Dear Editor: : 

‘Would you please print my letter which I 
think will be of interest to many. 

Last spring several strange displace- 


‘ments of soil and other unexplained 


happenings were observed in and around 
the hamlet of Cooper. Many citizens in this 
area were made fools of by people who 
hadn’t seen these strange sights. To 
everyone who asked me if I believed in 
UFO’s I insisted that the government was 
“‘secretly’’ testing or erase Cooper 
area without informing the public. 

Since reading the Belleville Intelligencer 
article dated Jan. 8, 1977 eee the 
Atomic Energy Control Board’s possible 
BIG plans to use Mount Moriah as a 
.dumping site for nuclear waste, I am even 
more convinced that.our government is 
‘‘pulling the wool over our eyes.” 

It is our duty to become informed of this 

roposed act and to take action to prevent 
it if ‘necessary, either with or without our 
politician’s help.

My mind fills with earful 
thoughts of cancer and radioactive 
materials all around us. 


Mount Moriah is approximately three 
miles from. the hamlet of Cooper. Our main’ 
source of living is dairy and beef farming. 
How many years before the Ontario Milk 
Marketing Board stops us from shipping 
milk full of radiation or from selling 
contaminated beef? 

Could you sell your property to anyone if 
they knew a nuclear waste disposal site 
was within 2 or 3 miles. No matter what 
‘promises of safety you know the property 
would never sell because of ‘‘fear’’. All the 
promises from Parliament Hill cannot stop 
the effects this may have on our lives, our 
property, and future ecology. 

Also note that Lingham Lake watershed 
is only 3 miles from the proposed sight and 
Black River runs from there to Moira Lake, 
on to Moira River and into the. Bay of 
Quinte. 

Will destruction flow on or will an official 
fromthe Atomic Energy Control Board 
step forward and be kind enough to inform 
us a little more on this disposal site. A 
public meeting or a representative to speak 
to a group of citizens is all we ask. Is that 
too much??

. **Farmers are, in some ways, particularly in need of 
involvement in the world around them because they 
live at such distances from their neighbours and 
must seek out involvement. They do not have it 
thrust upon them, as do their urban counterparts,”

Mr. Hannam has a cash crop farm near Guelph, 
where he and his wife, Sandra, are bringing up 


three small children. The farm will continue to 
operate with the help of a neighbour, while Mr. 


Hannam will work full-time for OFA -- normally 
spending five days a week either in the Toronto 
office or out in the country. 

More involvement by individuals 

Mr. Hannam intends to concentrate on building 
closer liaison between the individual members, the 
county organizations and the provincial organization. 
He wants to draw people out and get them to 
participate. ‘I want everyone to feel free to come 
and express their opinions,”’ he said. 

‘As many as a half of our executive committee 
meetings will be held in different areas of the 
province, where we will meet with local farmers and 
local groups to discuss their problems and 


_ priorities. All executive committee members will be 


expected to work closely with a number — of 
counties -- the province will be divided up between 
the seven committee members. I, personally, intend 
to visit every part of the province during the 
coming year,’ Mr. Hannam explained. 
Major problem 

“I see the major problem which farmers face is that 
of explaining to urban people the actual role that 
agriculture plays in their economy -- the large number 
of jobs it creates, its contribution to the 
GNP -- indeed the enormous inter-relationship 
between agriculture and the general economy. You 
cannot draw a line between them. 

‘Rarmers and consumers are partners, not 
combatants. We must make this clear to everyone,’ 
concluded Mr. Hannam.

Although most income tax regulations 
for 1976 are the same as last year, farmers 
who study their tax guides will find some 
new provisions that could save them 
money. 

One of the amendments. in tax rules of 
consequence to producers applies to 
livestock destroyed under the Animal 
Diseases and Protection Act. When 


Agriculthre Canada orders a herd 
destroyed to prevent the spread of a 


serious animal disease, the federal 
government pays compensation to the herd 
owner. This compensation is taxable 


income and, in the past, some farmers . 


have been caught with his income in one 
tax year and the cost of replacing their herd 
in the next. Beginning with the 1976 tax 
year, farmers now may defer such 
compensation income to the following hice’ 
if they are not able to replace their herd 
until that time. 

There are also two changes in the capital 
cost allowance, effective May 25, 1976. 
Farmers may write off a single tool, such 
as a chain saw or welding equipment, 
worth up to $200, if if was bought after 
May 25. The former maximum write-off in 
one year was $100. Producers building 
roads or paving laneways and other areas 
can take advantage of a higher deprecia-

The accelerated capital cost allowances 
on pollution control equipment that were to 
have expired last year have been extended 
to apply to pollution control systems built 
or purchased in 1976.

The tax credit applies to most items in 
the capital costs schedule if they are 
purchased between June 23, 1975 and July 
1, 1977. There is no tax credit for used farm 
machinery, tile drainage or the cost of 
acquiring milk quotas or similar assets.

In addition, two of those three pumps had to be repaired 
at least twice a year. One of them had to be lifted out com- 


‘ pletely to install a new foot valve and new lines. Nothing is 


so frustrating than to go to the tap and have it gush air. 
Without water, you can't even make a cup of coffee. 

Three sump pumps are needed to keep things going here: 
one in the dry well casing, one in the sump hole in the laun- 
dry room and the third to lift’ effluent from the septic tank 
into the weeping bed. 

This was the latest troublemaker. 

Seems these sewer pumps are not designed to last any 
more than a few months past warranty. At least, that’s the 
way I look at it and if the pump manufacturers and designers 
want to sue me for libel I’m just angry enough to let them. 


We replaced the sewer pump for the fourth time. That's 
right, the fourth time. Try living in a home when you can't 
use the sinks, the laundry room, the dishwasher and, most 
important of all, the toilets. Try it for a few hours. 


trician loaned us a sump pump to keep the holding tank down 
to respectable levels. Anothers pump was connected and 
for four days, we lived a comfortable, normal life. Four 
days. Then the lower toilet backed up and we were right

As a rule 
sled dogs are very freindly, however, do 
not pet them without first checking with 
the driver. Never tease the dogs. 

Take all the pictures you want but keep 
in mind the following things. If you use a

if they eat it. If you use a flash, please use 
it with discretion. A race was lost because a 
photographer flashed in front of a team 
causing them to spook while streaking for 
the finish line.

The articles on the possibility of an 
atomic waste disposal site \in North 
Hastings that Bd tea recently in the 
local press (Belleville Intelligencer, Jan. 8, 
Madoc Review, Jan. 12) have serious 
implications for all residents of the County 
and need the widest comment and 
discussion. It appears from the rts the 


Atomic Energy of Canada Limited has 


examined a number of geological forma- 
tions on the Canadian Sheild and has found 
a site that shows most promise for the 
disposal of radioactive waste from nuclear 
generating stations in the province. This 
piece of news also suggests that the AECL 
will be embarking on a programme of 
burial of radioactive spent fuel in deep rock 
for long term: storage. 

At present, radioactive waste is stored in 
water filled pools at nuclear power 
stations. The water cools the spent fuel and 
provides the necessary shield against 
radiation. This is how spent fuel is stored 
at the Pickering Generating Station today. 
Another alternative, being developed at 
the Whiteshell Nuclear Research Esta- 
lishment in Manitoba, is the dry storage 
of radio-active wastes in special concrete 
canisters. Two other possibilities, to 
reduce radiation hazards by reprocessing 
the waste or shooting it into ‘space by 
rockets, have been considered, but do not 
appear feasible at the present time. 
| burial, however, is considered by 
the AECL a good prospect for long-term 
management and permanent storage, 
bearing in mind that some of the “high 
ievel’’ wastes are radioactive up to a 
quarter of a million years. Stable hard rock 
such as the granite found north of Tweed 
and’ Madoc appears to have been 
undisturbed for many millions of years and 
is seen as the most suitable type of rock to 
isolate, shield, and cool, the radioactive 
material in cavities at a depth of over 1000 
feet. 

The reasons for being concerned over 
this news item are several, beating in mind 
the serious consequences of a radioactive 
accident-to us now and to generations to 
come. , 

First and foremost, the AECL would be 


ioneering in Canada in underground - 


urial of radioactive waste at the proposed 
North Hastings plant. Although disposal 
by burial has been attempted in the USA 
and Germany on a small scale, the spent 
fuel has been-placed in salt deposits, not in 
granite formations. Let me quote, at this 
int, from the AECL publication 
‘Managing Nuclear Wastes’’ written by 
Dr. Peter a Dyne, who, as of May 1975 
was responsible for the co-ordination of 
AECL’s programs on radioactive waste 
management. On page 11 Dr. Dyne notes 
that geologists are looking for suitable sites 
on the Canadian Shield and that if ‘‘hard 
rock appears to be a suitable location, 
radioactive material would be placed in 
mined cavities on an experimental basis. 
Radioactive wastes would be put into holes 


in the floor of the mined cavity, much as . 


they would be put in the concrete canisters. 
At the outset, burials of radioactive 
materials would be done in such a way that 
the material could be retrieved.’’ The 
reader should underline ‘‘experimental 


basis’’ and surmise that the only

conceivable reason for making the waste 
retrievable would be to terminate the 
ent in case of accidental leaking 
by ground water.

sources on which the article is based speak 
of a ‘‘nuclear waste disposal plant’’ in our 
area. On page 26 of ‘‘Nuclear Power in 
Canada, Questions and Answers’’ prepar- 
ed by the Canadian Nuclear Association in 


1975 the word ‘‘disposal’’ is specifically 
defined as meaning ‘“‘placing the wastes 
with no intention of retrieving them.”’ 


‘‘Storage’’, on the other hand, is defined 


as “placing the wastes in a container or 


structure with the intention of retriving 
them in the future.’’ One would like .to 
know what has given the AECL the 
confidence to set up a waste ‘‘disposal’’ 
plant,. when its coordinator or radioactive 
was management noted in 1975 that any 
deep burial would be done ‘‘on an 
experimental basis’ in a way that ‘‘the 
material could be retrieved.”’ 

The third point to note is that our 
knowledge of earth movements and 
volcanic activity is not good enough to 
guarantee the integrity of sites even in 
stable granite structures for thousands of 
years. In addition, the effects of drilling

Additionally, one would like to know now 
many glacial geologists would agtee with 
Dr. Dyne’s assessment (page 11) that, if a 
burial site were properly chosen, we 
‘could be confident of isolation during 
another ice age!”’ 

The fourth point, and perhaps most 
significant, is that there appears to be no 
immediate or urgent problem with the 
conventional storage of radioactive nuclear 
wastes. There is no demonstrated need for 
deep storage in the relevant AECL 
literature. Barface storage facilities in 

Is of water or canister containers allow 
or continuous surveillance and the 
eventual possibility of reprocessing spent 
fuel to extract the plutonium, which is a 

‘large source of energy. On page 25 of 


‘‘Nuclear Power in Canada’’ there is the - 


following assessment: ‘‘At present time all 
the spent fuel is stored:in waterfilled pools 
at the nuclear power stations. While larger 
flexible arrangement would be to use 
special concrete canisters. If all the 

anadian spent fuel predicted by the year 
2000 were stored in such canisters, it could 
be accommodated in an area of about 350 
acres.”’ 

What has been said so far about the 
experimental nature of the proposed 
disposal plant, the possibility of accident, 

- and the availability of conventional storage 
facilities, would allow us to question 
seriously the need of the AECL proposals 
for North Hastings. The situation would 
not change even if North Hastings 
consumed a large amount of energy from 
nuclear power, which it does not. 

In assessing the risks, benefits, and the 
possiblity of radioactive accident and 
damage the reader should also take into 
account the confidence of his insurance 

-agency in the nuclear industry. Many 
regular homeowners’ policies contain a 
clause excluding ‘‘loss or damage caused 
by contamination by radioactive material.”’ 

hile it may be that the insurance 
companies lack experience with the nuclear 
prssceeet h it may also be that they do not 
share the confidence of the nuclear power 
companies that the chances of catastrophic 
accident are so very small. 

I can only hope that the ple of 
Hastings County will become fully 
acquainted with these and many other

Commissioner reports increase

Our health depends largely 
on the work of inspectors 


by David Woods 


When eating out, you might feel 
inclined to send your compliments 
to the chef. But, next time you're in 
a restaurant, spare a thought for 
someone else who influences the 
food you eat — the Public Health 
Inspector. _ 

Ontario’s 550 or so public health 
inspectors not only concern them- 

- selves with promoting and enforcing 
high standards of hygiene in food 
handling but also with the surround- 
ings in which food is served. PHIs 


are actively engaged in behind-the-”’ 


scenes preventive medicine in other 
areas, too. They ensure that tap 
water is safe to drink. They check 
that proper sanitation is maintained 

‘at public beaches and swimming 
pools. ' 

‘. In fact, the PHI is an unsung 
hero in the battle against disease. 

‘But the inspector isn’t a physi- 

cian. He, or she, is a graduate of a 
two-year technical college course 
that concentrates mainly on bac- 
teridlogy». physics, chemistry and 
psychology. Public health inspectors 

_ generally work in the province for 
43 public health agencies. 


In some ways, the PHIs might be’ 


regarded as a sort of environmental 
health police force. Not only do 
2 they see that laws protecting the 

abcsic 


> 


citizen against the spread of 


are adhered to — they are e¢m- 
powered to enforce those laws by, 
for example, ordering the closing of 
public places (such as restaurants) 
which don’t conform to them. 

The inspectors regularly spot | 
check sanitary standards in eating 
places to ensure that personnel, sur- 
roundings, utensils, storage arrange- 
ments — and the food itself — 
all meet provincial standards of - 
‘hygiene. . 

They inspect, and supervise, 
water supplies, food processing fa- 
cilities and sewage disposal systems. 
And they're responsible for making 
sure that insect and rodent life in 
the communities they serve don't 
pose a threat to public health. 


The public health inspector saves 
us a lot of worry about health 
hazards over which we, as indivi- 
duals, have little control. 

The fact that PHIs are going 
about their work — even though we 
don’t actually see them doing so — 
means that we can be confident of 
health protection when we eat out, 
drink water from a tap, or swim in 
a public pool. © » 

So, our compliments to public 
health inspectors! Let's all raise a 
toast to them with tap water or 
restaurant food, and wish them 
success as they continue on their 
inspections!

way to spend 
a weekend 


YOUNG'S POINT - There are a lot of 
ways to spend a weekend afternoon during 
the winter - snowmobiling, skiing or just 
walking about enjoying the scenery. For a 
dedicated few, however, the scenery goes 
by just a little too fast to enjoy. 

Car racing on ice has become a regular 
winter feature at Young’s Point, north of 
Lakefield on Highway 28. There the 
vehicles, mostly front-wheel drive, tear 
around a course built on a lake at speeds 
that range from about 10 m.p.h. on hairpin 
turns to over 50 m.p.h. on the straight- 
aways. 

The speeds may not seem too impressive 
to someone who is accustomed to 
watching Grand Prix racers, but when the 
surface of the track is taken into 
consideration - usually a slippery mixture 
of snow and ice - then the sport takes on an 
air of adventure and excitement all its 
own. 

About 35 drivers took part in the two days 
of racing at Young's Point Saturday and 
Sunday. The first day was sponsored by 
the British Auto Racing Club, the second 
by the Peterborough Motorsport Club. 
Drivers competed in heats, leading them 
to either a consolation final or a 
championship race. Trophies and points 
went to the victors, all counting towards 
the season’s overall top driver. 

Some of the cars were ‘’street legal’’ but 
most arrived on trailers or on tow. Prior to 
the races, the pits became the usual centre 
of activity as drivers and their mechanics 
prepared their engines and tires. 

The tires themselves were often the 
deciding factor in who won and who lost. A 
special process called ‘‘tractionizing”’

farmers. 

I maintained almost 10 years ago that the farmers union 
made a mistake when they decided “‘to go national” at a 
provincial convention in Kingston. I felt at the time that a 
blanket, national organization would wipe out each prov- 
ince’s identity. I'm afraid that is exactly what happened 
when Walter was ousted as vice-president at the annual 
meeting in Edmonton. 

Walter is at home. putting-his feet up, resting after 25 
years of farm union activity. Knowing Walter, I'm sure 


‘he won't remain out of the limelight long. I understand his 


voice is already being heard in beef associations. He runs 
a beef feedlot himself. Watch for him to become instru- 
mental in seeking a better deal for farmers in beef mar- 
keting. 

Another name which has been widely-acclaimed in farm 
circles for a dozen years is that of George McLaughlin, 
the articulate dairy farmer from Beaverton, who stepped 
down this month after seeing the Ontario Milk Marketing 


- Board through a trementiously turbulent — but success- 


ful — decade. George has also said he plans to retire to 
his farm and listen to the milking machines but I find 
that difficult to accept, too.

Ontario Federation of Agriculture. Gordon stepped down 
last November as president after an unprecedented eight 
years as head of the OFA.

They lived up to their 
name. I have never been treated so warmly. and had more 
co-operation than I did during my brief visit with UCO.

The most recent programme introduced 
by the Ontario March of Dimes is that of 
Community Development. Workers in a 
dozen areas across the province are 
helping disabled adults from dependence 
to independence to interdependence 
within their communities; the emphasis is 
on working with them rather than for them. 

The Community Development philoso- 
phy may not sound too revoluntionary to 
the average citizen, but to anyone who has 
been on the receiving end of ‘cut-and- 
dried’ programs of recreation, educa- 
tion, transportation etc.,‘‘it is like a breath 
of fresh air’, to quote one of the 
participants. 

Thousands of physically disabled adults 
from as far afield as Kenora in the West 
and Cornwall in the East, have begun to 
shape their own destinies with the help of 
the Ontario March of Dimes, who provide 
the incentives, both moral and financial, 
for them to do so. 

Started in 1974, the Community 
Development department has doubled its 
staff and made significant inroads into 
what the disabled call the ‘‘seven deadly 
sins’: transportation, education, employ- 
ment, recreation, income, housing, and 
accessibility. 

Other areas of concern to the Ontario 
March of Dimes include the provision of 
wheelchairs and appliances; artificial 
limbs; travelling medical clinics in remote 
areas; adult summer camping holidays.

‘It is estimated the hide count will be 
more than 3,000 over last year’s 7,000 
which we considered the best year since 
the Ministry first began to handle the 
collection program in 1968,'’ Mr. Bernier 
said. Cae 

The enthusiastic response of Ontario 
sportsmen helped to make the 1976-77 hide 
collection a success, according to Cam 


Currie, supervisor of resources develop- . 


ment for the Ministry. In return, each 


hunter receives a blaze orange cap as a 
token for his efforts. 

While the Ministry of Natural Resources 
administers the program and sets up 
depots to receive the hides, the raw hides 
are tanned and sold to Indian craftsmen at 
the cost of tanning by the Federal 
Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development. They are then made into 
clothing such as mukluks, mitts, slippers 
and ornamental beaded jackets which are 
sold through retail outlets across Canada. 

A liminary look at hide figures 
compiled by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources main office at Queen’s Park 
shows a busy time ahead for Indian 
workers.

policies. ‘‘You lose more income over a 
single political decision thah in a year of 
bid weather.’’ She told the women they 
must act as a liaison between farmers and 
consumer associations. They must work to 
shore up unity among farmers and 
become more skilled at communications, 
the two chief weaknesses among farmers.

Sait in winter 
can damage 
plants, says expert 


‘Salt. commonly used to melt ice during 

-.e winter, can damage plants,’’ says D.B. 
{cNeill, Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
1d Food horticulturist. 

Mr. McNeill ve ip that homeowners, 
oncerned about damaging their lawns and 
zardens, consider using urea instead of 
salt to. melt icy sidewalks. 

Urea is a nitrogen fertilizer which also 
works well to melt ice at temperatures as 
low as -1S degrees C. 

Mr. McNeill says that urea is 
ar wooI useful to melt ice on walkways 

y lawns and cedar hedges. 

In addition to protecting your plants 
from salt damage during the winter 
months, urea will also serve as a fertilizer 
for your lawn or your plants in the spring. 

Mr. ‘McNeill says the resultant run-o 
will help plants begin their growth in the 
spring. 

Urea contains 45 per cent nitrogen and, 
if used to excess, can damage plants. Mr. 
McNeill suggests that it should be 
scattered on icy areas only when 
necessary, :

All that got me was 
10 years laboring as a galley 
slave to pay off the mortgage 
on the paper.

I became, head of the English 
Department purely because 
nobody else was qualified, 
not on merit, experience or 
dedication.

I will never again, 
should I be forced to peruse 
nothing more exciting than 
the small print on toothpaste 
tubes, read another woman’s 
magazine from a_ super- 
market.

artificial limb difficult 


Learning to use an artificial limb can be a 
difficult process, but it is being made 
easier through the use of tiny computers. 
Now in experimental use at the Amputee 
Centre at Toronto Hospital-Weston, 
several of these unique devices have been 
developed by the Amputee Research 
Centre’s Dr. Geoff Fernie, bio-engineer 
and the Centre’s co-ordinator. 

‘Whether a person succeeds in learning 
to use an artificial leg depends a great deal 
on motivation’, says Dr. Fernie. He says 
he has found that patients who could see 
their progress measured were spurred on 
to greater achievement. 

ne such ‘measuring device is a step 
counter. This tiny computer can be 
inserted in an artificial limb to count not 


_only the number of steps taken, but the 


number of ‘errors’ as well. The most 
common error seems to be too long a step, 
which causes the patient to ios his 
balance. 

Another biofeedback aid attaches to the 
toe of one foot and the heel of the artificial 
foot; when the patient steps out too far, a 
buzzer sounds until he has brought his foot 
into the proper position for normal gait. 

Similar devices can be worn by the 

atient to buzz if he leans too far forward or 

ackward, thus helping him adjust his 
posture to the safest and most comfortable 
position. 

Maintaining the proper balance is one of 
the greatest difficulties an amputee faces, 
and the Research centre is carrying out 
extensive studies to determine the varying 
degrees of ‘sway’ encountered by persons 
with missing limbs.

TORONTO - Starting March 1, snow- 

mobilers operating their vehicles on a 

: public trail, crossing highways or operating 

on a road must possess either an Ontario 

motor vehicle driver’s license or 4 new 

licence now being issued to graduates of 

approved snow vehicle operators’ cours- 

es, says pital alee ae and Communica- 
tions Minister James Snow. — 

Under a new regulation, an applicant for 
a motorized snow vehicle operator’s licence 
may obtain one by producing satisfactory 
evidence that he or she passed a 
Ministry-recognized course of instruction 
in the safe operation of snowmobiles. 

“Such courses are being carried on 
throughout the province by the Ontario) 
Federation of Snowmobile Clubs and the 
Ontario Safety League,’’ said Snow. 

“Graduates are issued with a certificate 
of proficiency which the snow vehicle 
driver must take to an MTC driver 
examination centre, where it will be 
validated as a licence.” ? 

Licence holders aged 12 and 13 may 
operate a snowmobile on public trails; 
those aged 14 to 16th birthday may operate 
on public trails and cross a highway at a 
90-aberee angle; those 16 or over who have 
no Ontario driver’s licence may ine on 
public trails, cross highways at a -degree 
angle and operate on highways where 
permitted. 

The*ftence, which will cost $2.00, will 
expire if the holder is issued a motor 
vehicle driver's licence. 

- Snow emphasized that a person who has 

a valid or suspended driver's licence may 
‘not apply for, or have in his or her 
possession, 4a motorized snow vehicle 
operator's licence.

Snow Vehicle Operators’ Course should 
contact their local OFSC’snowmobile club 
or the OSL. : 


MOTORIZED SNOW VEHICLE LAWS 
_ While driving an MSV you may not tow a. 
cutter, toboggan, sled or similar convey- 
ance unless it is attached with a rigid tow 
bar. This does not apply while the MSV is 
used for the sole purpose of towing out a 
stuck vehicle or conveyance or under an 
emergency rescue situation or while 

operating trail maintenance equipment. 

While driving a MSV or riding on a 
MSV, a cutter, toboggan, sled or similar 
conveyance towed by a MSV on a serviced 
roadway or public trail a helmet that. 
complies with regulations must be worn. 

To drive an MSV on private property 
other than your own, you must 0 tain 
written permission from the owner of 
occupier of that property. 

An occupier of land is not responsible to 
trespassers on that land for damages. BUT 
an occupier of land may not create a danger 
with intent of doing harm or damage to a

In a nutshell, the way to prevent 
backache is to be kind to your spine; to 
su it in the manner to which it ought 
to be accustomed - certainly as y 
as it supports you. 

That means developing good - though 


not necessarily military style - posture, and 
avoiding putting too much strain on your 
back. 

The strain factor, for the most part, 
means weight - both your own poundage, 
and objects you might lift without due 
‘gard for spinal engineering. 

’s take your own weight. One of the 
most common causes of low back pain is 
obesity. Too much flab, and especially a 
pot belly, can pull the spine forward in an 
accentuated arch. Getting back in shape 
gets your back in shape, too. 
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Manual workers, sportsmen, gardeners, 
housewives and others who engage in 
sudden, sharp movement that twists and 
strains the spine are expecially susceptible 
to low back pain. People who lie on 
over-soft mattresses are also prone - so to 
speak - to back troubles. 

How about lifting? The correct way, say 
the experts, is to bend the legs and not the 
back. If you lift by stooping over with arms 
extended the weight of the object lifted is 
multiplied many times in terms of pressure 
exerted on the spinal column which may

to start 
perennial | 
seeds indoors 


‘Late January or even February is the 


time to start perennial seeds indoors so 
they will be ready for ae outdoors in 
late May,” says D.B. McNeill, Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food horticul- 
t 


urist. 

Seeds such as Pacific Giant delphinium, 
Shasta Daisy, Bellflower, Columbine, 
Coral Bells and Balloonflower should be 
planted now, in artificial planting mixes, 
perlite, soil-sand-peat mix, or any good 

ing soil. 

“The seeds may be planted now, in 
artificial planting mixes, perlite, soil-sand- 
peat mix, or any ing soil. 

‘The seeds may be planted in a flat tray, 
or in flower pots. Containers should be well 
drained and seeds oa oe pues 
regularly from the top after planting,’’ says 
Me McNeill r 

Germination of perennial seeds is slower 
than most annuals. In some cases, 
germination takes up to three or four 
weeks: 

Once the seedlings are large enough to 
handle, they should be transplanted into a 
container that will allow them to grow as 
much as possible before the spring. 

When the danger of frost is past, the 
plants should be tran$planted into the 
een Mr. McNeill says the plants should 

in bloom by late summer.

Houseplants add 
good deal | 

of winter cheer, 
satisfaction 


Houseplants add a good deal of winter 
cheer to the home, and raising them 
provides pleasure and satisfaction. 

Choosing a plant is important. If it 
appeals to you, you won’t tire of it quickly 
and you will tend it more carefully. 

In buying a plant, ask yourself: ‘‘What 
are the conditions in which the plant will 
live?’’ Check into the light, temperature 
and moisture best for the plant. 

Watch for insects 

Inspect the plant carefully for presence 
of insects or other problems. Most plants 
are in good market condition under modern 
growing practices. Treat the plant 
tenderly until it can adjust from the ideal 
warm, humid atmosphere of the green- 
house where it was nurtured to /the less 
suitable home environment. 

Even en route home you will have to be 
careful that the plant does not freeze. 
Tope plants are largely very sensitive to 
cold. Subjecting some to temperatures of 
even 45 degrees can damage them. 
Avoid 

If leaves turn yellow or drop this is a sign 
of injury. 

Harden the plant by gradually subjecting 
it to less favorable growing conditions. 

For a week, keep the plant out of direct 
sunlight but in a fairly bright light. Avoid 
drafts near doors or heat ducts. Provide a 
cool spot near a window. In this time of 
energy crisis, lowering the temperature a 
bit will actually help most houseplants 
which like night conditions of 55-65 
degrees. 

After a while, move thé plant to its 
permanent location. Keep the soil moist 
and mist over the plant periodically.
